tise. 

My definition of advertising 
is simply this: telling the pub- 
lic what you have to sell in as 
simple, straightforward a man- 
her as you can describe it—giv- 
ing it the ring of honesty and 
truthfulness which can scarcely 
ever fail to carry conviction. 
When it does that, you have 
convinced the reader and made 
the sale. ; 

That is all there is to ad- 
vertising. That is the funda- 
Mental principle of advertising 
-merely letting the public 
know what you have to sell and 
telling it in a simple, honest, 
straightforward way which CON- 
VINCES.

CONCERNING “A. G. W.” 


There is nothing mysterious about advertising. 
It is salesmanship applied through printer’s ink. 
Nor is “A. G. W.”? mysterious. He’s real flesh 
and blood humanity like you and I, reader. 
However, he’s a Holstein breeder, too, and can 
appreciate the breeder’s viewpoint—sympathize 
in his troubles. 

“A. G. W.” is a nationally known advertising 
man. In Chicago where his advertising business 
is located, ‘‘A. G. W.” is considered about the 
best in the business. He will not tell you so 
himself any more than he would advise you to 
call your bull “the best in the world.’’ But his 
friends and business associates appreciate the 
ability that lies behind this quiet unassuming 
personality and bear testimony to it by re- 
citing the story of his rise from the bottom 
rung of the ladder to a high place in the adver- 
tising profession. 

Never has the World taken more pleasure 
in placing matters before its readers than it 
has in publishing ‘‘A. G. W.’s’’ two articles on 
one of which appears herewith—- 
the other appeared November 2d under the 
heading ‘‘What’s the Matter with Holstein-Frie- 
sian Advertising.’’ 

The reason will be found in a perusal of the 
articles themselves. Their very clarity, timeli- 
ness and helpfulness shows why we are glad 
to give them to the Holstein public. 

And coming as they do from an advertising 
authority of wide prominence the World be- 
lieves these articles will do the Holstein adver- 
tiser a world of good. 

“A. G. W.” is Albert G. Wade of the Wade 
Advertising Agency, Chicago, advertising ex- 
perts of wide prominence. Mr. Wade is a Hol- 
stein breeder in the making, as his good farm 
and growing herd up in Michigan testifies. When

With these facts or principles firmly fixed in your 
mind, and a determination to follow them, you can readily 
see that the preparation of advertising copy resolves it- 
self down to a comparatively simple problem, and with a 
little practice along these lines you will be surprised at 
the effectiveness of your efforts when put into actual 


While the prime purpose of 
an advertisement is usually, to 
sell the thing being advertised, 
there is another factor which 
must not be overlooked, and 
which is just as essential as the 
first one mentioned. 

If you perform the first fac- 
tor correctly, however, this sec- 
ond one will follow as a natural 
result. It is building GOOD 
WILL , and in the dairy cattle 
business, if you build up GOOD 
WILL by conservative, truthful 
advertising and “honest-to-good- 
ness” stock, you cannot help 
but succeed, because once you 
get the reputation of being a de- 
pendable advertiser, a man who 
“delivers” exactly, or a little 
better than he claims, you will 
have built up an asset of price- 
less value. ; 

Looking at it ffom these 
two view-points, perhaps crude- 
ly put, does not the function of 
advertising seem clearer to you 
—easier to understand—less 
complex and puzzling? Haven’t 
you a better grasp of it? 

If what I have said has de- 
monstrated to you that advertis- 
ing is nothing more or less than 
telling the public what you have 
to sell in the simplest, straight- 


forward, “honestest” way you 
can, I have prepared you for 
preparing effective Holstein 


Friesian advertising. 


I will have swept out the “cob webs” that befog so 
many when they sit down to write an ad and who can’t 
see or think anything but “The World’s Greatest” and lots 
of other untruthful, unreasonable claims. 

I will have given you a wider, broader, clearer vision 
of this powerful sales and business building medium and 
put you in a position where you are “prepared” to write 


advertising that not merely sells the stock being adver- 


or in printed adver- 





tised, but which builds up a reputation having greater 
value by far than all the stock you may now possess. 
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I have dwelt, perhaps unduly, on the fundamentals of 
advertising, but anyone will admit if fundamentals are not 
followed closely, the superstructure won’t be right. They 
are the all-important factors. 

Assuming, then, we are going to follow them strictly, 
the next step is their application. This takes in size of 
ad., style, illustration, captions, wording of the ad, type, 
etc. 

Suppose we take them up in their order. Suppose we 
say “I’m. going to tell the God’s honest truth about my 
stock—tell it simply—‘put all the cards o n the table.’ ” 
That’s the stuff. That’s the attitude. That’s what makes 
“effective” advertising. Now we are ready to begin: 

SIZE: 

How much space ought we to use? Naturally that can- 
not be specifically answered here, but I believe more mis- 
takes are made by using too small space than too large. 
Use enough to make your announcement in keeping with 
your offering. If your stock is of 30 1b. breeding on both 
sides, with grandams and grandsires of equal class, I 
should say you should use at least a half page and keep it 
running quite regularly, changing your copy frequently. 

There will be from time to time special individuals 
you will want to feature. Large breeders, of course, find 
full pages the economical space. 

If you are offering less than 30 lb. stuff, reduce your 
space accordingly. But, don’t make it so small that it 
dwarfs your quality. Advertisers are very often judged 
by the size of their ads. 

STYLE: 

Keep the style simple, clean, clear cut. Don’t try to 
have every sentence in display. Too much display is worse 
than not enough. Few ever make the latter mistake. No- 
tice the ads which stand out best, especially the quarter 
pages and smaller, those with a single display heading 
and signature—body of ad set with white margin at sides. 
They are always attractive. Again, they look and are 
EASIER TO READ. This is something worth remember- 
ing. because not all readers have good eye-sight. Those 
breeders who have large herds, find it advantageous to em- 
ploy special designs which permit of special styles suited to 
their breeding establishment. 

ILLUSTRATIONS: 

If your offering is a single animal, I would show a cut 
of it. If more than one, say two or three, and space would 
permit, I would show cuts of each. It helps very material- 
ly in two ways. It shows prospective customer just what 
your offering is like and saves much description that can 
not convey the individuality like the picture does. It will 
also save you much unnecessary correspondence from 
those who answer your ad, but who, on seeing the photo 
of your stgck are not interested. When illustrations are 
used, be sure to have them made from good sharp photos. 
CAPTIONS: 

Captions, or headings should be brief but expressive. 
Brief so as to get strong display. Expressive so that a 
glance will indicate that what follows is worth reading 
especially if no illustration of the animal is used. Remem- 
ber, upon the caption or heading of your advertisement 
depends a good deal as to how many will be induced to 
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read all of your announcement. A good headi

Possibly not, but no telling what they are SOLD at be- 
cause it is very true that the “asking” price is not always 
the “taking” price, and why not put the price you will 
take—put the cards on the table, first, and save a lot of 
wasted energy. 

WORDING: 


; The copy—the description of your stock. My opinion 
is much lost motion, wasted time, and energy could be 
saved if at least a three generation pedigree followed a 
brief introduction. After that something about the dam 
age, yearly production, etc. Make the ad as complete as 
possible. Something about your herd conditions would 
add confidence. Follow all the suggestions given in the 
first part of this article and you will have little trouble 
in writing a “pulling” ad. Tell the TRUTH—state FACTS 
—don’t try to fool or befog your readers and you will soon 
discover you are writing effective advertising. 


TYPE: 


If you are not familiar with type and its arrangement, 
do not try to instruct your publisher how to set your ad. 
Do not try to get copy which requires a half page space 
to make it look right into a quarter page space. As said be- 
fore, better take a little too much space rather than to 
yo your ad so that it is neither attractive or easy to 
read. ' 

Type selection and arrangement are very important 
to effective advertising. Simplicity should be your aim if 
you are going to arrange the ad yourself. 

In the above suggestions on how to write effective 
advertising, the writer makes no claim from a scientific 
or expert standpoint that they are infallible. The aim has 
been to present practical, common-sense thoughts, in a 
homely way, more particularly to help those who may have 
never written an advertisement to sell stock or those who 
have found it a somewhat difficult task.

poetry that used to appear regularly 
in the Holstein journals, dilating upon 
the trials of John Jones until he pur- 
chased a Holstein bull calf, after 
which he immediately paid off his 
mortgage and bought his wife a dress 
of finest silk—s{]k rhyming well with 
milk in every case. 

This story, however, happens to 
be true, although it bears so close a 
resemblance to a fairy tale that I feel 


_that I should have begun with “Once 


upon a time” and should end with 
“lived happy ever after,” which a lit- 
tle friend of mine informs me are the 
only absolute essentials to a good fairy 
story. 

Mr. A. C. Howe was a city man, 
who became a back-to-the-lander, mov- 
ing his family to a truck farm not far 
from the city of Utica, New York, 
where he and his three sons sought to 
extract their living from the soil. The 
sons were put through high school and 
were sent away to college to learn the 
science of farming, after which, Glen 
Alex Farm, at New Hartford, New 
York, was purchased.

In the winter of 1915-16, the 
Howes began to do their own testing, 


A. Ward Howe, one of the sons, having particular charga 
of this department. In November, 1916, when Tietje Queen 
De Kol freshened at the age of nine years, her youthful 
caretaker was glad to see that, thanks to her splendid 
physical condition and to the good care that she was re- 
ceiving, Tietje was responding, by giving some ten or a 
dozen pounds a day more than she did the time she had 
been tested before. When this milk was found to test from 


five to six per 
cent a supervisor 
was rushed _ to 
New Hartford, 
and a test was 
begun. The first 
seven days in 
test she passed 
the 40-lb. mark, 
making a record 
of 40.91 lb. At 
this time she

| greatly appreciate your full response to my request 
and | would be untrue to myself if | were not (also) at this 
time, on behalf of the department and the Government, to 
tell you how much the cooperation of the agricultural edi- 
tors of the Union has been valued by the department and 
the Government and how much it has contributed to the 
campaigns for the increased production of foods and feed 
stuffs and, therefore, to the successful prosecution of the 
war. The department has long recognized that the farm 
papers are perhaps the most effective printed mediums for 
reaching the millions of people living in the rural districts. 
We arrived at this conclusion a number of years ago after a 
very careful survey. | know of nothing that the better agri- 
cultural papers of the Union have omitted to influence 
thinking along right lines and to further the purposes of 
the Government. 

I had two thoughts in asking for this conference. In 
the first place, I earnestly desire your advice, suggestions, 
and criticisms as to the activities of the department—past, 
present, and prospective. There is nothing which can be 
shown to be of value that the department is not willing to 
undertake, within the limits of its powers and funds, to 
help the agriculture of the Nation. There is nothing that it 
is now doing which it is not willing to curtail or to elimi- 
nate if such action seems wise. Of course, the department 
is not perfect. If it thought it were perfect, it would fail to 
do its duty effectively. For my part, I seek in my work 
here, as I hope I shall always do, to preserve an open mind 
and to receive every responsible suggestion and to give it 
the most earnest consideration: ; 

Clear and Calm Thinking Needed : 

In the second place, I desire to convass. with you the 
conditions through which we are now passing, to assess 
them as fully as possible, to see what direction our further 
thinking should take, and to unfold to you our thoughts 
and plans: . Unquestionably, there is need of very clear and 
calm thinking and of discovering as fully as possible the 
direetion- which our forces and activities should follow. If 
the whole. Nation can maintain its customary poise and 
view its complex tasks in a calm spirit, much of our -diffi- 
culty will disappear. In times of great change, of rapid 
world movements, no little hysteria naturally develops. One 
sitting at a nation’s capital, dealing with vast interests, is 
likely to get the impression that there is more of it than 
acually exists. The great masses of our population are not 
greatly excited. They have maintained their steadiness 
during the period of stress through which we have passed, 
and they will maintain it for the future. 

Only Three Periods Comparable 

It is not singular that many people should be disturbed 
and apprehensive in times of great change; and, therefore, 
particularly at the present time; for, obviously, we are in 
the midst of the greatest changes the world has witnessed. 
It seems to me that there are only three other periods in 
the world’s history at all comparable with the — in 
point of interest and in respect to the nature and extent of 
changes and possibilities. The first is the breaking up of 
the Greek civilization. It doubtless appeared to the people 
of the time that they were witnessing the collapse, if not 
the destruction, of civilization. The same, in general terms, 
may be said of the period of the decline and fall of the Ro- 
man Empire. We know now that those periods were not 
periods of decay but rather of the dispersion and diffusion 
of the civilized agencies and forces of the world over larger 
areas, affecting favorably many more millions of people. 
The third is that which is marked by the dissolution of the 
medieval system and the discovery of a new world, with all 
its consequences. 

Final Blow to Medievalism 

The fighting has ceased. It will not be resumed in the 
near future perhaps on any scale whatever, and, if at all, 
in restricted fashion. Do you realize what apparently has 
been accomplished or what is in sight? In general terms, 
the most striking fact is the giving of the final blow to 
medievalism in the world, revealed in the downfall of arbi- 
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Agriculture’s After-the-War Tasks 


trary power which has sus 
through an imposing pa itselt 
It is almost incredible that the Roman. 
off dynasty, which a few years panel 
seemed to be one of the most firmi 
fixed facts in the world, has disapp 4 
ed; that the Hohenzollerns, in some respects even ae 
firmly planted, have gone; and that the Hapsburgs mas 
fallen, and with them princes and potentates of varying a 
grees. Think of the wrong done to France righted in the 
probable restoration of the territories taken from her b 
force, of a restored Polish State which was broken up by i 
spiracy and arbitrary forceful aggression more than a cen- 
tury ago, and of the appearance of other unified nationali. 
ties based upon race, language, and community of purpose 
such as the Czecho-Slovaks and the Southern Slavs! Is it 
not interesting to contemplate, too, the possibility of the 
elimination of the Turks and of Turkish rule from Europe? 
What appeals to the imagination more strongly than the fin- 
al accomplishment of what has been sought by crusaders 
through the ages—the recovery of the Holy Land by Christ. 
endom? How impossible would it have seemed a few short 
years ago that the allied nations of the world would assent 
to the principle of dealing with peoples everywhere on the 
basis of the interests of such peoples. And how foreign tothe 
thinking of the central powers the thought that small nations 
have as much right to existas the greatest,and that it makes 
a difference not so much how big a nation is as what kind 
of a nation it is. Who would have dreamed that there 
would be community of purpose in the matter of reducing 
armaments and: of relieving the world, in fuller measure, 
of the burdens of militarism and of the effective develop. 
ment of a will to secure respect for the common purpose of 
decent peoples through association backed by an adequate 
international police? And, above all things, do we realize 
that we have saved for the world “the rule of law” among 
nations, given international law a new sanction and valid- 
ity,.and made it impossible for any arrogant power again 
to regard such law and treaties solemnly entered into as 
scraps of paper. Has not the purpose of the nations, crys- 
tallized in the phrase of the President, “to make the world 
safe for democracy,” been secured? 
No Justification for Excesses Here 

There are those who think that parts of the world 
have progressed even beyond fhe rule of democracy and 
will be committed to perversions of it. Personally, I do not 
féar that any considerable part of the world will run to 
excess for a very long period. I have no great fears as to 
England, France, Switzerland, the United States, or any of 
the other great free nations of the world. They are democra- 
tic. In democracies there is no good cause which can not se- 


: cure a hearing and, in reasonable time, get itself expressed 


through the ballot. Democracies are not places where at- 
tempts ‘df misguided minorities to force their will upon the 
majority by radical and violent methods flourish. A minor- 
ity has a right fully to expose its legitimate purposes and 
to try to persuade the people to support them; but if it can 
not do so, it has no right to resort to force. The great ma- 
jority of the people in this country clearly understand this. 
Unfortunately there are a few, many of them only recently 
among us, who do not see this. They have not caught the 
meaning, the spirit, and the purposes of democracy. They 
think too exclusively in terms of some other country en- 
tirely differently circumstanced, and they are confused by 
words. I can understand how peoples who have lived in 
Germany might realize the necessity of resorting to ex- 
treme measure to enforce their views, because there the 
masses of the people have not been consulted in govern- 
mental matters affecting their lives and fortunes. 
Excesses in Europe will abate as real democracy 
makes headway. There is no justification for them here, 
and they will not be tolerated by the settled democracy of 
the other free powers of the world. I am not afraid that 
the great thoughtful masses of the American people will 
be swept from their moorings and will abandon their stand- 
ards and principles. Still there is always need of vigilance 
and of clear thinking. There are those among us who are 
either ignorant, misguided, or vicious who assiduously 
spread misinformation; and, for innocent, selfish, or perni- 
cious reasons, arouse or seek to stir up prejudices and un- 
rest.

Women as Cow Testers 
An Opportunity for Holstein Girls 


NE of the potent influences in the winning of the 
O war has been the part women have played in taking 

the places of the men who have been called to the 
colors. Under war conditions, woman’s sphere of activity 
has embraced many classes of work which in the past have 
been considered as purely maculine fields. In many cases 
it has been found that women were able to perform their 
new duties just as satisfactorily as had been the case under 
the former regime. Our attention was recently directed to 
this subject by a report from the United States Department 
of Agriculture on the work of women in charge of cow 
testing associations. At the present time, out of the three 
hundred and fifty-three associations in this country that 
are in active operation, twenty-seven are in charge of 
women, and the Department reports that not only has their 
work been satisfactory, but it has been above the average. 
The Cow Testing Association work faced a crisis through 
difficulty in securing supervisors to replace those who 
left for army service, and as this work has been mainly 
in charge of young men of army age, a very substantial 
number of the Associations were forced to find new 
testers or to close up shop. As a matter of fact, one hun- 
dred and nineteen Associations were forced to discontinue, 
and twenty-seven others would doubtless have faced the 
same fate had they not decided to try the innovation of 
engaging women as testers. The seriousness of the situa- 
tion is not shown accurately by the decrease in number, 
as many new Associations would have been formed if 
testers could have been secured. In fact, if sufficient help 
were available there is no doubt but that the number of 
Associations would have been quickly doubled for dairy- 
men appreciate, as never before, the importance of know- 
ing what their individual cows are doing. One of the 
features at the National Dairy Show was a demonstration 
of the work of women cow testers, given by one of the 
eighteen women now doing this work in Wisconsin. This 
demonstration attracted much attention and favorable 
comment. 

This work seems like a real opportunity for Holstein 
girls, or, in fact, any ambitious young women with an in- 
clination toward out-door farm life. The work does not 
require great physical strength, and the necessary train- 
ing is easily acquired. The women cow testers are paid 
the same as men, and receive from $50-to $75 per month, 
beside board and lodging. In some Associations convey- 
ance to the next farm is furnished, while in others the 
tester provides her own conveyance and the farmers 
furnish free stable room and feed for her horse. Consider-

Segis Fayne Johanna, Champion Cow 
ofthe World. After this calf was born, 
Segis Fayne Rag Apple went on test 
and made the creditable official rec- 
ords of 22.01 lb. butter in seven days, 
47.06 lb. butter 1446.8 lb. milk in 
thirty days, averaging 4.81 per cent 
butterfat. 

Study of the pedigree of this young 
bull reveals some remarkable things. 
He is a grandson and is by a grandson 
of Segis Fayne Johanna, the only 
cow that ever produced 50 lb. of but- 
ter in seven-day official test.

And 
these dams include the world cham- 
pion, Segis Fayne Johanna, 50.68 Ib., 
the second highest record cow in the 
world, 47.35 lb., the first 28-lb. daugh- 
ter of Hengerveld De Kol, the first 38- 
lb. cow and the world’s champion 
thirteen-year-old cow, 39.42 lb.

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WANDAGA—A NEW NAME 


A new name for an old establish- 
ment is announced by Ward W. 
Stevens, who has adopted the prefix 
“Wandaga” for his. Holstein estab- 
lishment at Liverpool, N.. Y. When 
the Stevens Brothers Company dis- 
persed their herd in May, 1917, the 
farms were divided, R. J. Stevens tak- 
ing the Brookside Farm just outsides 
the village of Liverpool, while W. W.

His sire, King Hengerveld 
Segis, was from a 30-lb former World’s 
Champion daughter of King Segis, 
sired by King Hengerveld, the highest 
record 31-lb son of Hengerveld De Ka’ 
These lines of breeding eomhined with 
the blood of Pietertjes Hengerveld’s 
Count De Kol, and De@Kol 2d’s Paul 
De Kol, which are se up in the 
pedigree, on the dam’s side, make a 
rich inheritance that cannot fail to 
produce results in the offspring of 
this grand bull, who is individually in 
the same class with his pedigree.

23.19 lb. at barely two years old reflect; 
great credit on all concerned. And when 
we remember that this same heifer freshen- 
ed again before she was three years old and 
made a 42-lb. record, breaking the World’s 
Record for all classes under four years old, 
and when we remember that she sold in 
public sale for $18,000.00, we are astonish- 
ed at what $600.00 will do. The $600.00 in- 
vestment was closed out at $23,000.00, leav- 
ing out of account the value of her other 
calves and of her milk and butter, which 
means interest on the investment at the 
rate of 3733 1-3% for three years or over 
1200% per year. I told you it sounded like 
a fairy story. 

The first cow that Ward Howe tested 
was the oldest daughter of Tietje Queen De 
Kol, a full sister to the 42-lb. heifer. This 
heifer, Tietje Queen De Kol 2d, made a 2- 
year-old record of 16.79 lb. which she in- 
creased the next year to 31.07 lb. at 3% 
years, after*dropping twin calves and as a 
4-year-old she went over the top with 43.29 
lb.

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How to Conduct An Auction Sale 


WAS born on a farm 58 years ago, 
married and lived on a farm until 

I was 30 years old, and then I came 
to the conclusion that farm life was 
too much one-sided for me and with 
much sympathy for my kind, I would 
change my calling and help my friends, 
the ones that tilled the soil. 

Now, when I was on the farm the 
huckster would drive to our door once 
a week, my wife would meet this wa- 
gon with her butter and eggs and look 
up into the huckster’s face and ask 
the price. He would look down from 
his seat and say, “Eggs are 7 cents a 
dozen and butter 10 cents a pound to- 
day.” and she just shut her mouth and 
took his price. He would count and 
weigh them out, and my wife would 
look up into his face again and ask at 
what price his sugar and coffee were 
selling. “Well, sugar is 6% cents and 
coffee is 24 cents today,” and my wife 
again just shut her mouth and gave it. 
We never had anything to say, while 
on the farm, about what we had to sell 
or what we had to buy; the other fel- 
low named our selling price and also 
our buying price. So we came to the 
conclusion that it was like playing checkers; when he got 
into the king row the other fellow moved both ways and 
got us. This I thought all wrong, so I would go to auction- 
eering, not like the huckster, but I would look down into 
the farmers’ face and say, “What will you give me?” Just 
turn the thing squarely around for him. So for the last 35 
years I have been an auctioneer, letting the farmer have his 
way, but I will have to admit that at times I am very per- 
suasive in order to reach the high spot. 

For years my sales have been largely dairy cattle, and 
I wish to say that there is a higher degree of intelligence 
among dairymen than any other class of farmers and 
breeders. Having sold for the last 30 years 90 per cent of 
all the registered Jersey cattle in the United States and 
Canada, and my share of all the Holsteins and Guernseys, 
I ought to know something about the auction business. 

You do yot know the pleasure it gives me to contract 


with the right kind of a dairyman, a man that is a thinker. | 


You may know the fellow who thinks he thinks, or the 
fellow that thinks he knows, but show me the fellow that 
knows he thinks and you will know the fellow that knows. 

This kind of a man, when I go to make his sale, will 
have cattle with some breeding, and they will be “in the 
pink of condition.” I will find buyers all out, for he has 
let them know through the dairy papers. Wanamaker once 
said that he made his millions by advertising. I have sold 
for some men that were so stingy they crossed their honey 
bees on lightning bugs so they would work at night. The 
man that tries to have a sale and does not use printer’s ink 
freely is a failure, and his sale will also be a failure. He 
should have gotten ready the day before, and had nothing 
to do on the morning of his sale but entertain buyers, had 
automobiles to meet all trains without cost to his guests, 
and met all with a smile. 

For you know it is, “Smile, you son-of-a-gun, smile; 
cheer up and stop secreting that bile; don’t act like you 
are on your last mile, don’t be the bluest pill in the pile; 
tickle yourself if you have to, but smile, it is catching, it is 
always in style; smile, you son-of-a-gun, smile.” At noon, 
if his neighborhood church does not serve a lunch at a 
nominal cost, he should do it himself, free of cost is better. 
He will have the sale under cover with seats as comfortable 
as possible; he will have his platform not over 15 feet 
square and not over a foot high; with auction box at one 
end of platform where you bring your animal to be sold, 
on one side and out on the other side of auction box. 

The best seats are chairs, close enough to platform so 
the first row of buyers can put their feet on edge of the 
platform. Use five or six rows of chairs and then a platform 
a foot high, and then five or six more rows of chairs, and 
so on. In this way you can seat 500 people so all can 
see the animal that is selling and the auctioneer can see 
every man.

There are always surprises j 
auction sale; some oxi polbck.. 
expect to sell high will sell lower 
and some you expect to sell low will 
sell higher, and so when your gale is 
finished you will be satisfied, and you 
can have another successful sale when 
you wish, as everybody likes the man 
that comes across clean. I have had sales where the man’s 
main ambition was to beat everybody present and he finds 
that he quits at the end of his first sale. 

_Let me go back a little now with my subject—the first 

thing to be considered in holding a sale is the shape of your 
cattle. You all know that bones do not sell high, and all 
the extra feed for sixty days before sale day that you give 
your cows, I will sell it on sale day in the looks of your 
cow for three times what it cost at the mill; and for every 
dollar blanket you buy one month before your sale, I will 
sell on sale day in the shape of the hair for $10, and then 
you will have the old blanket left that you can sell to help 
the rag-man out. 
; Now may I ask if you can expect much for your cattle 
if, on sale day, you allow your buyers to find the way from 
the depot to your sale; walk two, three or four miles 
through mud, snow and rain, and then stand around until 
noon, then go up to some old oak slab and pay for a tin of 
coffee that tastes like soap suds, and eat a bun with a piece 
of dog between and then go and stand in the wind that is 
blowing forty miles an hour and bid on bones? And have 
a ring as big as a circus tent; buyers so far from the 
auctioneer that he has to telephone his bids to them. 
Maybe have some old uncomfortable seats that you have 
held the sale off an hour in order to erect, and then to have 
them tumble down just when you had your people inter- 
ested. Then to.have some little slip of a catalog that says 
she was sired by the Mississippi, and dammed by the 
Missouri. Not a cow on the farm that will lead and noth- 
ing prompt. 

When the manager or auctioneer has made his opening 
address and everybody is feeling good, to have them lead in 
a bull that is worth $20, or a three-quarter cow that ought 
to be sold for bologna. And again, when someone asks when 
this cow will calve or how much milk she will give, the 
owner will commence to choke up and maybe have to go 
to the house and ask his wife about it. “Is this cow sound 
in the udder?” “Oh, yes,” when a kid five years old would 
know better; that is if it had been born on a farm. Yes, 
I say, what we want in an auction sale is to have men 
come across clean. 

I have come to the conclusion that we will change our 
religion some day. The preachers will change their mode 
of preaching; instead of getting men into heaven, they will 
get heaven into men, and then a lot of men will not ask us 
auctioneers to sell an old “three-titter” for a four. You 
should have some one lead your cows into the ring that 
knows why he is leading them; not lay on their backs and 
have the head and tail meet, but to make them look as 
pretty while being sold as possible. When a question is 
asked, the owner or head man should answer at once in- 
stead of humming and mumbling and then know nothing. 
Tell the truth first, last and all the time; even a liar likes 
the truth.

Turning, now, more immediately to 
our particular problem, I find as | 
have no doubt you do, more than a 
normal amount of interest in the food 
situation and much discussion of it In 
respect to this matter, there is no lit. 
tle confusion and misunderstanding 
There are those, as I have said, who 
are raising alarms. They have ip 
mind the present condition of the Dop- 
ulations of Europe, and represent that, 


in view cf the disturbed conditions ° 


there, they will not be able to sustain 
themselves and will take such supplies 
from this country as will make it im. 
possible for us to supply our own pop 
ulation. 

It is highly important to keep two 
things separate and distinct. For a 
year we shall be concerned primarily 
with available food supplies and with 
domestic and foreign demands for 
them. The matter of planting during 
the ensuing year and of the harvests 
a year from now are quite different 
things; and each of the two must re 
ceive discriminating consideration. 

This Nation is, relatively speaking, 
very fortunately circumstanced with 
respect to its supplies of food and 
feedstuffs. The farmers of the coun- 
try have responded magnificently. 
They have expanded their operations 
not only because of the expectation of 
satisfactory returns owing to the pre 
valence of large demands and good 
prices but they have also patriotically 
heeded the appeals of this Nation and 
of the allies for increased production. 
The facts speak for themselves, In 
spite of all the difficulties, of labor 
disturbance and confusion in every di- 
rection, the first year of the war, 1917, 
the farmers planted 23,000,000 acres 
more of the leading food crops than in 
1916 and 32,000,000 more than the 5 
year prowar average, and produced 
record crops of most products except 
wheat. -Of course you gentlemen 
know that the partial failure of the 
wheat crop was in no wise due to

OSWEGO COUNTY BREEDERS ORGANIZE 


At a meeting held in Oswego, N. Y., December 4, the 
breeders of Oswego County took the preliminary steps for 
a County Holstein organization. This is one of the pioneer 
Holstein Counties of the United States, the first Holsteins 
being introduced in 1876, and many of the most famous 
establishments of the breed secured their foundation ani- 
mals from this county.

With 
nearly 200 breeders, the possibilities for a strong organiza- 
tion are apparent. F. H. Stevens, F. H. Huetson and Ralph 
Sponenburg were appointed to draft a constitution and 
by-laws, and outline a plan of organization which will be 
acted upon at another meeting in the near future. The 
speakers at this gathering included Floyd H. Stevens, 
President of the State Holstein Club, Frank H. Huetson, a 
prominent breeder from Mexico, M. 8. Prescott, Editor of 
the World, and others. 


NEW YORK STATE DAIRYMEN’S CONVENTION 


The forty-second annual meeting of the New York 
State Dairymen’s Association was held at Syracuse, De- 
cember 10, 11 and 12, 1918, the meetings taking place in 
Joseph Slocum College of Agriculture at Syracuse Univer- 
sity.

The regular December meeting of the Fr 
sian Breeders’ Club of New York State = toe

en that at the request of the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture the 
express company had modified the restrictions that had 
been placed, covering the period from December 10 to 39 
so that breeding stock of all classes could be shipped. 

Mr. Price reported the progress of the committee on 
federating the local Holstein Clubs of the State, and final 
action was deferred until the January meeting. Remarks 
on this subject in support of the idea were made by Mr 
Geo. L. Bush, President of the St. Lawrence County Club, 
F. W. Royce, of Tioga County Club, Professor H. H. Wing 
and Harry Mason Knox. 

* The question of tuberculosis indemnity was then 
taken up for general discussion and participated in by 
Messrs’ Noyes, Stevens, Knox and others. 

Professor Wing gave as his opinion that if we would 
abolish all laws now on the books for tuberculosis regula- 
tion we would make very much more rapid progress in the 
eradication of the disease. Prof. Wing was ready to admit 
that this radical plan was not practicable in view of the re- 
strictions of the other states and the federal government, 
but mentioned that if the multiplicity of laws on the ques- 
tion, were repealed, every breeder would clean up his herd 
because he would find it to his interest to do so. Dr. J. 
G. Wills, Chief Veterinarian of the State, entered the meet- 
ing very opportunely in the midst of the discussion and 
gave the benefit of his knowledge and experience in ans- 
wer to numerous questions from those present on the 


.various phases of tuberculosis and of the tuberculin tests. 


Dr. Wills reported briefly on an interesting experiment 
which he had conducted regarding the reliability of re- 
tests for tuberculosis, and has promised to prepare a de- 
tailed account of this experiment, with the conclusions to 
be drawn from it, for publication in an early issue of the 
World. 

Plans were started to secure a large and representa- 
tive attendance at the January meeting in Buffalo. At this 
meeting several speakers of national prominence have 
promised to be present, including President Aitken, Sena- 
tor Hackney, W. S. Moscrip, Dr. Wills and J. C. Fulde.

If a sale is properly conducted with 
efficiency, four hours is ample time to 
sell from 75 to 100 head and by so 
doing you get the long price. I have 
gone to sales in my life and found one 
of the contributors in the door of the 
barn-or tent, clipping a bull, the hair 
flying all over everybody, and really 
insulting his buyers. And then when 
this particular bull sells, the owner 
complains because he did not sell for 
more money, when he looked more like 
a bob-cat than a bull. Such ones ought 
to go to shambles and the owner 
should go to jail for cruelty to ani- 
mals. 

In summing it all up I would not 
have the dairyman of our country 
think it is all dollars in this life; there 
is a pleasure side to the business, too. 
When your day’s work is done you 
should realize that you have not only 
been working for yourself but the 
other fellow as well, for it is the other 
fellow that has done more than a little 
to make us. And you and your good 
wife are sitting under the Washing- 
ton cherry tree, with the robin sitting 
on the topmost twig, singing her good- 
night song; your children swinging 
on the gate and the shepherd dog lying 
at your feet, you look up on the hill- 
side and see the dairy cows nipping 
the grass from among the daisies; 
some going down to the brook to 
quench their thirst, looking at their 
own pretty selves in God’s own pretty 
mirror.

lack of interest or activity an ie 
of the farmers. They planted a — 
acreage, but had the misfortune to 
lose by winter killing the largest per. 
centage of it ever recorded. The 
further increased the acreage of the 
principal food crops in 1918, and indi- 
cations coming to the department 
from the various channels at its dis- 
posal show that, in response to the 
suggestions of the department, they 
have enlarged their plantings of win. 
ter wheat and rye this fall. The total 
production of the leading cereals jn: 
1917 and also in 1918 exceeded that of 
any preceding year in the history of 
the Nation except 1915. While the fig- 
ures for 1918 show a decrease below 
1917 of 160,000,000 bushels, it can not 
be said that the available supplies for 
human food or the aggregate nutritive 
value will be less this year than in 
1917. The estimated wheat crop for 
the current year is approximately 919. 
000,000 bushels, compared with 651.- 
000,000 in 1917 and 636,000,000 in 1916. 
The corn crop, although considerably 
less than that of last year, exceeds the 
5-year average, is above the average in 
quality, and is greatly superior to that 
of 1917. It has been estimated that of 
the large crop of last year approxi- 
mately 900,000,000 bushels were soft. 
This, of course, was valuable as feed 
for animals, but less so than corn of 
normal quality. It should be remem- 
bered that on the average only about 
12 per cent of the corn crop is annual- 
ly consumed by human beings and 
that not more than 26 per cent ever 
leaves the farm. Furthermore, the 
stocks of corn on the farm on Novem- 
ber 1 are considerably larger than 
those of last year. 

The farmers also have been very ac- 
tive in the matter of live-stock pro- 
duction. They greatly increased the 
number of all classes of live stock in 
1917 and all indications point to the 
fact that there has been a still further 
increase during the current year, al- 
though final figures are not yet avail- 
able.

Editors Note.—Ohio presents a wonderful field for organization 
of the Holstein interests. The third greatest Holstein State in the 
Union, her state organization is entirely inadequate. Ohio’s prob- 
lem, however, is no different from that presented by several other 
of our leading Holstein states, notable among which is New York, 
which in the matter of results from organization, falls far behind 
some of the lesser states whose breeders’ clubs and associations 
are embued with more life and which seem to be able to give 
their members something definite in the way of advantages of 
membership.. The breeders of New York .are now engaged in a 
serious effort to co-ordinate the efforts of all the different breed- 
ers’ clubs through a state-wide council composed of representatives 
of all the different county and local Holstein organizations, and 
to infuse new life and enthusiasm into every one of the branches. 
Ohio breeders, we believe, are awakening to the fact that only 
through better organization and more close co-operation can they 
hope to take a position befitting their rank as the third greatest 
State in point of membership in the National Holstein-Friesian 
Association. As Mr. Reynolds points out, the short-comings of the 
past are due not to the officers or to the associations already organ- 
ized, but to the failure of the members themselves to make the most 
of their opportunities along these lines.

It has noted also the steady rise in 
farm wages, and in prices of farm 
machinery and everything else that 
farmers have to buy. With an un- 
bounded faith in the patriotism and 
determination of farmers to do their 
utmost to help win the war by main- 
taining the production of food and 
raw materials, it nevertheless has 
marveled that the farmers of the 
United States apparently have accom- 
plished the impossible by continuing 
to plant larger areas and to harvest 
larger crops in the aggregate with each 
year of the war in spite of the difficul- 
ties of securing farm labor, supplies, 
machinery and other necessary ar- 
ticles. 

“The planting and cultivating of 
32,000,000 acres more in 1917 than in 
1914 by the farmers of this country is 
comparable with anything that has 
been accomplished by any other in- 
dustry. This production of food crops 
on an enlarged scale, at greatly in- 
creased expense of time, effort, and

Undoubtedly the demand rast Eu- 
rope for available foodstuffs until th 
next harvest season will be pele, 
England’s food production has increas. 
ed during the war, but England stil] 
is, and will continue to be, an im- 
porter of foodstuffs. France’s produc 
tion increased this year over last 
year, but did not return to normal 
She will need unusually large supplies. 
Belgium, Poland, Holland, Norway. 
Switzerland, and _ other countries 
whose production has been greatly dis- 
turbed, or which normally import food. 
stuffs, will call upon us; and it seems 
clear that contributions must be made 
in no inconsiderable measure, to the 
peoples of Austria and, to some extent 
of Germany. Even our former enemies 
must be considered if for no higher 
motives than those of enlightened sel- 
fishness. The world cannot afford to 
have a prevalence of chaos and riot 
in any part of it if it can be prevented. 
Hungry people are dangerous, and rea. 
sonable sustenance is a prerequisite to 
the return of normal conditions and 
the securing ofdemocraticinstitutions. 
Unquestionably there are considerable 
supplies of foodstuffs in parts of Ger. 
many, in southeastern Austria, and in 
the Ukraine, but the conditions are 
disturbed and especially the means of 
transportation. The problem in these 
countries primarily is one of mobiliz- 
ing supplies and of transporting and 
distributing them. . 

The foreign demand will be for a 
great variety of foods and feedstuffs, 
but esvecially for certain kinds -! 
fats. It is therefore highly probable 
that prices for current supplies, for 
the harvests of this year, both because 
of large foreign needs and of continu- 
ing domestic demands, will remain 
reasonably high and remunerative to 
producers. 

When we come to consider the sit- 
uation which will prevail a year from

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now and what should be done in re- 
spect to further production, particular- 
ly in planning planting operations for 
next spring, we encounter more diffi- 
culty in making a forecast. There are 
too many unknown factors. We must 
remember that European nations will 
omit nothing to produce those things 
with reference to which they can get 
a prompt response, that is, bread 
grains and feedstuffs. If conditions set- 
tle down and order is restored, all 
pains will be taken to systematize pro- 
duction and to have those countries 
pecome as fully self-sustaining as pos- 
sible. Again, in all probability, re- 
strictions on trade movement will 
gradually be removed and ocean as 
well as land transportation will return 
to normal in due course, They will 
doubtless improve in the near future. 
Foreign nations will more and more 
look to their former distant sources of 
supply. We know that while the Ar- 
gentine crop this year was not as good 
as it has been, it was reasonably large. 
Argentina also had a surplus. The 
Australian crop was satisfactory and 
there, too, were considerable surplus 
stores. Algeria, I am told, has a 25,- 
000,000-bushel exportable surplus of 
wheat. We have witnessed in this 
country, as I have said, a record fall 
-planting of wheat and the sowing of « 
large area of rye. We do not know 
these crops will come through the win. 
ter. If the condition should be favor- 
able, we shall, of course, realize an un. 
usual harvest. We shall not have avail- 
able until after the beginning of thu 
new year the estimates of live stock in 
this Nation. 
Too Early to Suggest Spring Program 
It is clearly, therefore, too early to 
make detailed suggestions for the 
spring planting, and I know of no one 
who is wise enough to say what the 
supply and demand will be and the 
prices which- will prevail a year from 
now. The Department of Agriculture 
and the agricultural colleges and other 
organizations will continue to study 
the situation, keep close track of de- 
velopments and, at the proper time, 
in advance of the next planting sea- 
son, will be in a position to offer sug- 
gestions, In the meantime, we must 
not fail to adopt every feasible means 
of relieving the farmers of economic 
burdens. We are taking active steps 
to perfect the local organizations co- 
operating with the Federal and State 
agencies, so that we may more effec- 
tively execute any well considered 
plan that later may be devised.

ELLIOTT BROS. DISPERSAL SALE 


Waterloo was the scene of one of the most successful dispersion sales of the 
Holstein breed on December 6th. The event was the dispersion of the Elliott 
Bros. herd which is one of the oldest Holstein herds of the state. Buyers from 
a dozen different states including Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Colorado, Missouri and Iowa were present all 
with the avowed purpose of buying cattle. 

Mr. Hugh G. Van Pelt was called upon at the start for a few words. He 
brought out the bright future for the dairyman and mentioned the great export 
trade for both Holsteins and Holstein dairy products which must be met. Mr. 
W. B. Barney, Dairy and Food Commissioner for Iowa, who had just returned 
from the National Dairy Council meeting at Chicago, made the statement that 
President Aitken had just informed him of the presence in the United States of 
a French commission to purchase 1000 head of purebred Holsteins. 

As was expected, the attraction of the sale were the daughters of King 
Pietertie Ormsby Piebe 165947, the well known son of the champion Queen 
Piebe Mercedes 154610. Fifteen daughters sired by this young bull, all under 
18 months: of age averaged $632. These heifers from the start were in great 
demand, the purchasers being widely scattered. John A. Bell, the owner of the 
now famous Bell herd at Coraopolis, Pa., purchased four head of these daugh- 
ters; John B. Irwin, 3 head; Dave Maxwell of Waterloo, 3 head and N. J. 
Deiling of Dallas Center, Iowa, 4 head. 

The presence of eight 30-lb. cows, the first to be sold at auction in Iowa, 
added a great deal to the sale. The records did not increase the value of the 
cows themselves as much as they did in the case of their offspring. Leaverton 
& Son of Granger, Iowa, new breeders, purchased 4 of the best 30-pound cows 
at an average of $815. . 

The top of the sale was $1300 for a 13-months-old daughter of King Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Piebe, being purchased by N. J. Deiling. Mr. Deiling was the largest 
buyer at the sale securing 8 head at an average of $875 per head. 

_The two herd sires both out of better than 30-pound cows, sold well within 
their value. Ormsby Korndyke Lad 7th, by Mr. Schmid’s now famous Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad 102469 and out of the 34-lb. cow, Woodcrest De Kol Mary went 
to Carole & Kiekenopp of Minnesota at $1270. 

Col. Bob Haeger cried the sale and was assisted in the box by S. T= Wood. 

The average of the 58 cows and heifers was $606 with a $626 average

packs. At the beginning the lung has 
but a small congested patch, at the 
ending, often with this treatment this 
patch of congested tissue has been 
constantly enlarged, by the violent 
pumping and increased action of the 
heart, caused by the cardiac stimy- 
lants; blood has been dashed against 
the congested spot which acts as a 
barrier until nearly all the inflamed 
lung tissue is plugged full of blood. At 
this stage the patient begins to look 
cadaverus, the heart is now feeble and 
is at last thrown out of gear. The 
veterinary who knows his catechism 
also knows that high fever will not 
kill a pneumonia patient. Such drugs 
as beratrun will calm the heart and 
reduce the fever; remedies such as 
whiskey, alcohol, digitalis, and strych- 
nine should be held back, until after 
the inflammatory stage has passed and 
recuperation sets in. Poultices and 
plasters pamper the action of the 
lungs, also interfere with the needed 
supply of oxygen. Should a dry cough 
set in, call to mind such remedies as 
ipecac, glycerine, phytolacca, squills, 
balsams, etc. The cough should not 
be stopped too soon. Nature needs to 
help clear the respiratory tract of ac- 
cumulations. To neglect sanitary con- 
ditions, good nursing and suitable 
food, would be iniquitous in these 
cases.

ITALY 


the signing of the Armistice lifted 
the cloud of fifty years, and France 
proke into joy and color and dancing. 
she walked at last free in the sunshine 
and every good seemed possible at 
once. Peace however added nothing 
ip food supplies and hardship must go 
on until next harvest. Victor Boret, 
the French Food Controller, announced 
shortly after the Armistice was signed 
that it would be impossible to increase 
the war-time rations to civilians, but 
promised lower prices. ; 

To Italy, péace brought only in- 
creased food difficulties as the newly 
acquired territory and prisoners add- 
ed about 5,000,000 people who must be 
fed, With admirable foresight the 
Government set aside a great store of 
food for the immediate relief of the 
redeemed provinces and _ returning 
prisoners, and prepared to face the 
situation. 

Rationing is vigorously enforced by 
the card system and war-time allot- 
ments of food have been severely cut. 
The new ration provides a monthly al- 
lowance of 17 pounds of bread and 13 
pounds of other food for each person. 
This is only a pound of food a day 
and seems very little at any time but 
especially meager in this hour of 
victory.
